X-Ray and Forecast 


HE ECONOMIC OUTLOOK for the coming months is one of con- 

tinued optimism, high profits and bull markets for the largest business 
organizations — but increasing pressures and contraction in the prosperity 
of the small businessman, the farmer and the salaried worker. Economic 
counselors serving the leading banks and trading groups are talking good 
times to their clients but express much uneasiness privately. The great 
steel and auto industries, giant plane manufacturers, chemical and elec- 
trical equipment corporations, etc., are all tied closely to the Government 
spending program; they have the inside track for years ahead to the billions 
the Government will be putting out, and thus have their future underwritten. 
When their representatives go to Washington, they can see Mr. Big in 
any department and can exert political pressure. But below this level, the 
only real prosperity is where the smaller corporations are tied in with the 
big ones and feed at the same trough. 

THE BIG SQUEEZE begins below this. The rate of business fail- 
ures, scarce among large concerns, is climbing steadily in the lower ranks. As 
a result, many little businesses are either fading or being bought up by the 
larger industries. All Government efforts to help “little business” are flops, 
in terms of the overall picture. This is basically because the manufacture 
of everything is becoming more technological, requiring much greater in- 
vestment and bigger operations to be profitable. The large corporations, 
to enhance their positions, are also acquiring business outlets for their 
own products, buying out suppliers and distributors. Thus the fusion and 
amalgamation of big business and big government grows apace. 

THIS IS THE IMPORTANT LONG-RANGE TREND that re- 
places business cycles and depressions. General Motors is growing bigger 
than the state of Michigan, du Ponts bigger than the state of Delaware. 
Could Washington permit Michigan or Delaware to go broke and shut 
down? The same thing is happening in agriculture, due to the cost of 
mechanized farming. As ‘ve still operate as a democracy politically, we 
rapidly move towards economic totalitarianism with the moral and spiritual 
quality of our economic life becoming ever more critical. Many leading 
economists who are devout laymen are thinking and talking this way pri- 
vately, while they assure their clients of a “continued active market.” 


ITO DECLARES DANGER OVER: No one knows communism 
more intimately or maintains more pipelines into the Kremlin than 
Marshal Tito, president of Yugoslavia’s Marxist government. Tito was 
for 25 years one of Stalin’s closest collaborators. So Tito’s recent lifting 
of the “state of military emergency,” proclaimed in 1948 when he broke 
with the Soviet, is very important news. Large reductions in military ex- 
penditures are expected in Yugoslavia, with such economies already agreed 
to by Yugoslavia’s Balkan partners, Turkey and Greece, who recently 
formed a defense alliance. Tito based his decision on: (1) The change in 
world balance of power. (2) The establishment of the Balkan Alliance. 
(3) The settlement of the Trieste problem and development of more nor- 
mal relationships within the Eastern Europe countries. (4) The com- 
plete withdrawal of Soviet satellite military forces from areas facing Yu- 
goslav borders. (5) The abandonment of anti-Yugoslav propaganda by 
Moscow. (Even Red tyrants must spend months conditioning their people 

for war by hate campaigns in order to ensure the people’s support.) 
Why has there been an obvious effort in this country to ignore 


or smother this significant report, coming from such an important source?

The Power Problem 
The real meaning of the widely 
publicized Dixon-Yates Public Util- 
ity controversy is centered in the 
question — should our natural re- 
sources be operated primarily as a 
field for capitalist investment, or as 
a means of securing and enlarging 
the public welfare? With vast atom- 
ic power resources in the offing, 
this question is to be one of the 
most pressing issues of the future. 
President Eisenhower won the 
support of important financial in- 
terests in 1952 by promising to turn 
public power development awzy 
from “increasing Federal domina- 
tion” and to boost the place of pri- 
vate power corporations as “part- 
ners” in the field. His pressure on 
the Atomic Energy Commission to 
grant a $107 million contract to 
the Dixon-Yates private utility 
combine, for the construction of 
power facilities in the TVA area, 
switched Government backing to a 
private power company which will 
be competing with TVA —a con- 
tract that admittedly will cost the 
Government millions more than if 
TVA had done the job. It is a bold 
attempt to fulfill campaign promises. 
The threat of Government mo- 
nopoly and centralized control is se- 
rious, and the need to safeguard 
free enterprise in all areas of our 
economy must be respected. But it 
has been revealed that the Dixon- 
Yates corporation is part of a utility 
investment syndicate with the inter- 
locking investment controls centering 
in N.Y. financial houses. It has also 
been charged by such responsible 
witnesses as leading bankers in the 
affected states and regional utility 
officials that: the N. Y. investment 
houses “milked” the private utility 
corporations through investment 
manipulation; used political pres- 
sure to maintain excessive rates and 
to hold their power monopoly; and 
otherwise operated the private util- 
ity companies primarily for invest- 
ment, with service to the public a

poor second place in their interest. 
One former private utility corpora- 
tion official submitted much evi- 
dence along this line. (See N. Y. 
Times, Oct. 16, and the Washington 
Post, Oct. 10.) Since these condi- 
tions were brought to light by a 
Senate Committee vigorously di- 
rected by a Republican, Sen. Lan- 
ger of N.D., and assisted by a Dem- 
ocrat, Sen. Kefauver of Tenn., this is 
more than just a campaign issue. 

The Utility Holding Company 
Act of 1935 was created to prevent 
just this kind of situation which the 
Senate Committee has now exposed. 
The 1935 law came after thousands 
of investors had lost their savings 
and the public had been victimized 
on a large scale for years through 
excessive rate charges and through 
the milking of many utility corpor- 
ations by the investment holding 
companies that controlled them. It 
was largely out of these conditions 
that the great Government power 
programs arose which, strongly sup- 
ported by public sentiment, created 
TVA, Boulder Dam, Grand Coulee 
and other large projects. For the 
private power groups had also re- 
stricted the expansion and develop- 
ment of power, leaving thousands 
of communities, millions of farmers 
with no hope of adequate power. 

It is now charged by responsible 
power Officials that private invest- 
ment groups have the long-range 
aim of using Eisenhower’s “power 
partnership” idea to eliminate Gov- 
ernment ownership of TVA and 
other power projects — which are 
embarrassing yardsticks of con- 
struction efficiency, of just and fair 
labor relations, of low operating 
costs and low rates for consumers. 

THE RECORD SHOWS that 
the private utilities seldom can un- 
dertake the great projects that pro- 
duce abundant cheap power and 
thus the rates of private power to 
the consumer on the average are, 
of necessity, considerably higher. 
The reply of the private corpora- 
tions, so often seen in power com- 
pany advertising, that Government 
power projects are tax supported 
and do not pay taxes, is absolutely 
false. All Government power proj- 
ects are repaying the Federal Gov- 
ernment for construction costs, plus 
interest, with the debts of most 
Government projects being liqui- 
dated well in advance of establish- 
ed payment schedules, after which 
the projects will pay profits to the 
Government. The increased indus- 
trial and farm production in areas 
served by the great Federal power 
projects have so enormously boost- 
ed taxable incomes — over average 
gains throughout the country—that 
the Government has actually made 
great gains in taxes rather than suf- 


fered a tax loss.

USSIAN NAVY SCARE FALSE: Democratic procedures in our 

kind of government compel the gentlemen who are responsible for 
our national defense .to secure appropriations from Congress each year 
for the support of our military establishments. Since Congress is moved 
chiefly by public attitudes, our military leaders feel compelled to stimulate 
public sentiment to support the military expenditures deemed necessary 
for our security. Our greatly enlarged military establishment has develop- 
ed a financial policy which, put bluntly in Pentagon terms, means “Scare 
hell out of ’em or you won’t get it.” 

A NEW SCARE program is now under way concerning the build- 
up of the Russian navy. First, behind this scare program is the fact that 
military leaders are rarely sufficiently imaginative to visualize progress or 
change even in their own field. During the early part of World War I, 
hundreds of thousands of British and French soldiers had to fall under 
the withering sweep of machine gun fire before the Allied commanders 
would recognize the tactical meaning of the machine gun; the tank was 
never accepted until whole armies lay crushed and strewn over bloody 
fields; America’s famous flying general, Billy Mitchell, was broken be- 
cause he insisted that the air bomber would end sea superiority — broken 
by U. S. military chiefs who paraded grandly on to the end of their 
careers. It took the debacle at Pearl Harbor and a stripped defenseless 
Britain to teach the generals and the admirals the meaning of air power. 

THE ADMIRALS AND GENERALS saw what Hitler’s buzz 
bombs — the first guided missiles — did to London, and what the atomic 
bomb did to Hiroshima and Nagasaki. But the scientists have made only 
faltering progress in getting the admirals to gear the Navy for atomic 
missile warfare. The Navy still kept building air carriers — great lumber- 
ing costly targets which an atomic guided missile could not possibly miss, 
and other Navy equipment equally out of date. The admirals defended 
their position by citing the tactical value of the U. S. fleets in the Korean 
War — where the enemy had no fleets and atomic missiles were never 
used! Korea was not modern war, but a skirmish which fortunately ended 
before modern war developed. 


AN ALARMING DISCOVERY was made, however, a few 
months ago: that the Russians were building up a small but ultra modern 
fleet, scientifically geared for atomic missile warfare. The canny Bolshe- 
viks had hoarded their navy expenditures until their engineers and atomic 
scientists could determine what sea war would be like in an atomic age. 
Consequently our admirals are panicked over the prospect of our glorious 
fleets becoming very sinkable when confronted by small swift undersea 
and surface craft—- equipped with guided missile atomic arsenals. The 
Reds can spot a $100 million air carrier (Russia has built no air carriers) 
or a $50 million battle cruiser at a distance of 300 to 500 miles and launch 
atomic-headed guided missiles traveling so fast they cannot be anticipated 
or intercepted, which will pursue and destroy the great steel targets like a 
hawk taking a rabbit. The Russians have that stuff now and so have we. 


FALSE AND MISLEADING HEADLINES, therefore, are now 
bombarding the American public concerning the sudden threat of a “rap- 
idly expanding Russian fleet.” Sentences are worded to make it appear 
that the Russian fleet is overtaking ours in size. Then in fine print, where 
no one will notice, is usually the statement “Not included in the above 
figures is the classified information on the number of U. S. ships in moth- 
balls.” It takes only 30 days to restore such a vessel to active duty. 


The leading authoritative source on world naval strength — the 
“Janes Fighting Ships Annual” based on Anglo-American Intelligence re- 
ports (see Washington Post, Oct. 27, for a brief resume of the new 1954 
volume) — describes the comparative fleet strength of U. S. and Russia 
thus: that the U. S. Navy strength is greater than all the rest of the world’s 
navies combined; that the U. S. has 15 battleships, Russia 3, with 1 being 
built; that the U. S. has 97 cruisers, Russia 23; U. S. 780 destroyers, Rus- 
sia 125; the U. S. about 100 air carriers small and large, the Russians 
none. Much is made of Russia’s 380 submarines as against 200 for the 
U. S., but seldom is the fact mentioned that over half of Russia’s subma- 
rines are small coastal vessels, only useful for close-in defense. In fact, it 
is known, but rarely reported to the American public, that virtually all of 
Russia’s navy is geared for defensive action only and is unsuited for 
launching offensive warfare, especially long-range assault, hence the lack 
of Red air carriers. 

That the Russian navy is overtaking ours in size is a flat falsehood; 
they are just out-thinking us. 

An authoritative military observer, Brig. Gen. C. H. Dewhurst, 
former chief of the British mission studying Soviet forces in East Ger- 
many from 1951 to °53, has recently written a book, Close Contact 
(Houghton Mifflin) which emphatically states that the Russian navy could 
not assume an effective offensive war; that the Russian armed might, as

Yet the threat of centralized Goy. 
ernment control is real. But private 
business cannot meet this threat by 
going back to the old standards of 
profit above service and to the old 
concept of a deliberately limited 
supply to keep prices fixed at high 
levels. Large-scale Government 
power development has proved to 
be essential for abundant cheap 
power, and abundant cheap power 
is not a threat to capitalism as 
some of our powerful but archaic 
capitalist minds seem to believe, 
Abundant cheap power is a great 
boon to capitalism, as the history 
of the Tennessee Valley and the 
Pacific Northwest demonstrate. 


There is no reason why private 
utility corporations should not han- 
dle the distribution of the power 
flowing from Government projects 
—that is the kind of parinership 
indicated by the circumstances and 
welfare of both business and the 
public interest. But that partner- 
ship cannot be worked out by poli- 
ticians conniving with investment 
interests to harness present gains 
for a return to the past. It must be 
a partnership representing a spirit 
of Christian sharing, putting into 
action the familiar creed “He prof- 
its most who serves best” — with 
the word “profit” having far greater 
connotation than just monetary gain. 


Oil & Politics Do Mix 


NEAR EAST TENSIONS: The 
Western oil monopolies, which 
maintain uniformly fixed prices 
throughout the world, are running 
into deep resentments from such 
countries as Turkey, situated close 
by great oil resources but forced by 
monopoly controls to buy oil at 
high prices from U. S. corporations 
which are in close alliance with the 
British oil combines. (These West- 
ern corporations continue to make 
the highest profits in their histories.) 

The American Near East oil 
monopolies supply a large part of 
Turkey’s petroleum requirements. 
The high cost of oil has run Turkey 
—one of our allies — deeply into 
debt and the oil corporations threat- 
en to cut off credit, which is caus- 
ing anti-Western resentment to 
flare up in the Near East. For the 
business men and governments situ- 
ated in that part of the world are 
questioning with increasing fervor 
the right of a handful of American 
multimillionaires to monopolize all 
these resources and exact tribute for 
vital oil supplies from peoples and 
nations who reside near these areas 
and who feel they have certain in- 
alienable rights to these resources. 

AMERICA AND IRANIAN 
OIL: The present GOP Administra- 
tion has hushed up two anti-trust 
suits — one a criminal suit — insti-

/ oil corporations (Standard of N. J., 
a of Calif., the Texas Co., 

Gulf Oil and Socony-Vacuum) who 
were principally involved in the 
above Near East situation and who 
were charged with maintaining ar- 

tificially fixed prices at exorbitant- 
ly high levels, choking off compe- 
‘tition and otherwise maintaining 
monopolies. Now Attorney General 
Brownell has dropped the criminal 
‘suit entirely and apparently means 
ito postpone indefinitely action on 
ithe civil suit. At the same time, the 
U. S. State Department has arrang- 
ed for these same five oil corpora- 
tions to get together in a new “car- 
tel” or trust which now has taken 
over the fabulous oil resources of 
Iran. Sounds as if the Justice De- 
partment must have promised not 
to prosecute the new cartel for do- 
ing what the old one did! 

This is not an anti-Republican 
comment — for such Republicans 
as Theodore Roosevelt and other 
great Republicans were the found- 
ers of the program for conservation 
of natural resources as well as of 
much anti-monopoly legislation. 


American oil corporations have 
refused to recognize the various 
overtures that have been made by 
business groups of other nations for 
a new approach to the development 
and exploitation of world oil re- 
sources. The American oil cartels 
are thus bringing down upon all 
American world business interests 
the threat of growing anti-Ameri- 
can sentiments and _ resentments. 
Such attitudes will prompt violent 
repercussions, which the Commu- 
nists would exploit to the utmost, if 
economic crisis should again over- 
take the world economy. 

When the United Nations was 
first organized, many suggestions 
were proposed for international con- 
trol bodies to supervise and govern 
the development of the world’s rich 
stores of raw materials, but Ameri- 
can oil interests, working under- 
ground through political connec- 
tions in the UN, quickly throttled 
all such moves. Much of the fight 
against the UN in the U. S. today 
arises out of ultra reactionary blocs 
of power closely allied with the 
American oil, rubber and tin car- 
tels, (working with other mining in- 
terests — copper, lead, zinc, etc.) 
For instance, the chief opponent of 
the UN in the U. S. Senate is Sen. 
Bricker of Ohio, who is, as every 
politician in Washington knows, 
closely associated with the great 
American rubber combines. Sen. 
Bricker, in his fight against the UN, 
has been ably flanked by some of 
the senators from the oil states — 
Texas, Louisiana, California — and 
other senators from the mining 
states, such as the late Sen. McCar- 
ran of Nevada, and others. 
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The Pilgrim Fathers gave thanks on that first harvest fes- 
tival because they had witnessed the goodness of God made 
manifest through the fruits of nature in response to their indus- 
try and stewardship. It was a divine partnership. Christian lay- 
men everywhere experience the same miracle today — business- 
men who are prosperous because they cultivate good relationship 
with their workers and customers in a spirit of genuine Chris- 
tian sharing; workers and craftsmen who use their skills to cre- 
ate wealth in cooperation with their employers, knowing that 
the wealth thus created will bless their own lives also. All these 
can enjoy Thanksgiving in its true golden happy spirit. 

But many others will stuff themselves with food and drink 
on this harvest festival — yet never know Thanksgiving. These 
include the businessman who seeks not to share but to chisel; 
the worker who hides out and loafs during his shift so he can 
work after hours and collect overtime; the labor leader who 
will maneuver a strike, knowing the workers can gain nothing, 
but hoping to tighten his “grip on the boys.” 

So it is that some continue to build and enlarge, while 
others destroy the glory and character of the heritage our Pil- 
grim Fathers left us.

huge as it is, can only be considered potent and competent in terms of the 
defense of the Soviet, in which its massive strength would be also uncon- 
querable in terms of the logistics of modern warfare. 

THE LARGER VIEW of the world military situation: it is the 
American armed forces which have been established in almost all stra- 
tegic centers of the world, with nearly 100 built-up bases in range of Rus- 
sia’s perimeter, and a-straddle every nation’s doorsteps, with the major 
portion of our sea and air strength designed for devastating long-range at- 
tack. Our official theme has been that this was required to “contain com- 
munism,” which is at best only partially true. For the Communist thesis 
of conquest is, as we have reiterated periodically for over 10 years, that 
the world is to be won to the Red revolution through infiltration and sub- 
version, civil revolt and even civil war, where governments are corrupt 
and the people ready for revolution. The Communists have successfully 
employed this revolutionary strategy wherever they have advanced, not 
once depending upon the aggressive might of Russian arms. The great 
blind spot of the West is that we have never been able to see that Moscow 
seeks revolution and not war, Communist uprisings from within and not 
aggression from without. 

THE PLAIN FACT is that we have pushed the assumption of our 


right to military domination of both Hemispheres in the name of defense,

Religion In Russia 


(In our last issue we presented a 
resume of recent reports on the'cur- 
rent situation in Russia by reliable 
observers, such as Harrison Salis- 
bury who has just returned from 
over 5 years in Russia as the chief 
correspondent for the N. Y. Times, 
and others who have resided for 
long periods in Russia and traveled 
widely throughout the country. The 
following review of religion is a 
continuation of this report.) 

The current anti-religious drive 
in Russia, though officially spon- 
sored by the Government, is at 
best luke warm, for the triumph of 
the Christian churches in Russia 
after 35 years of persecution has 
stunned the Soviet leaders. For the 
Communist thesis had been so em- 
phatic that religion and superstition 
were synonymous, that they had 
but to eliminate the teaching of re- 
ligion, substitute the teaching of 
science—and presto, religion would 
dry up and the church wither away. 
Instead they face the problem of 
Communists themselves who go to 
church, marry in the church, have 
their children baptized there. The 
appeal of the church to the young 
people is considered particularly 
alarming by the present leaders. 

After Stalin made his war-time 
truce with the church, its growth 
mushroomed—thousands of Ortho- 
dox churches were reopened, serv- 
ices were crowded, contributions 
were large, it became a strong in- 
fluence. Under Soviet law, if a 
community of “believers” requests 
a church, the Government must 
provide the building, and this law 
is strictly enforced despite the cur- 
rent anti-religious drive. The result 
has been requests for the reopening 
of more and more churches, often 
in buildings that have been vacant 
and abandoned since the Revolu- 
tion, or else used for other pur- 
poses. As soon as a church build- 
ing is reopened, the Orthodox syn- 
od in Moscow finances its refur- 
bishings, and the people flock there, 
for church going is “the thing to 
do.” The leading religious sect is 
the Orthodox Church — with the 
Protestants a minority though they 
too show renewed vitality with 
growth in both numbers and pres- 
tige. The Baptists are the largest 
Protestant group, with some Luther- 
ans, Evangelicals, Confessionals, Ad- 
ventists, Apostolics and others. 

The anti-religious campaign is 
promoted almost entirely on a prop- 
aganda level, with no penalties at 
present imposed for church activi- 
ties. Even published attacks on re- 
ligious superstition in official news- 
papers often appear alongside of 
church news, the goings and com- 
ings of church dignitaries, quota- 
tions of their opinions, etc. The first 
comic strips for Soviet children 


make fun of religion as supersti-

tious and old-fashioned and attempt 
to discourage religious interest 
among young people and children. 
(And in Russia, many vulnerable 
old superstitions are still entwined 
with religious practices, hence much 
of the anti-religious propaganda 
has rational footholds.) 

In their desperation to curb the 
trend of youth back to the church, 
the Communists are now frantically 
trying to blame delinquency on re- 
ligion! They are even classing 
church- going with hooliganism in 
reports of Russia’s juvenile delin- 
quents. Morality patrols, made up 
of strict young Communists, are 
now aiding the police in turning 
youth away from alcoholism, brawl- 
ing — or church activities! 

An editorial in Komsomol Prav- 
da, the publication of the Soviet 
Communist Youth League (with a 
membership of 18 million youths), 
comments, “Youth falls into the 
trap of religion only when life is 
dull because of the bad organiza- 
tional work of Komsomols in ar- 
ranging recreation — amateur the- 
atricals and lectures on atheism.” 

Jews were persecuted in Czarist 
Russia, so that the Russians have 
thought little of the periodic flare- 
ups of persecution during the long 
vears of Stalin’s rule. Even though 
Jews have been prominent in the 
Bolshevik movement, whole com- 
munities of Jews have been uproot- 
ed and scattered throughout East- 
ern Russia and Siberia. At present 
the Jews, as an ethnic or national 
group, and Judaism as a religion, 
have been so dispersed among non- 
Jews, Moslems, Mongolians, that 
their cultural, spiritual and racial 
ties have been almost obliterated. 


Nuns Getting Scarce 

Because the number of nuns has 
dropped to half their former num- 
ber in the last 25 years, Pope Pius 
XII appealed recently for modern- 
ization of the costume of nuns — 
in order to attract more women to 

*religious vocations. Already there’s 
a new order, the Sisters of the Di- 
vine Spirit, which has completely 
new rules of dress: black pill box 
hats over the customary hair-do; ny- 
lon stockings with black patent leath- 
er pumps; oxford grey flannel suits 
with skirts of current fashionable 
length and white blouses with peter- 
pan collars. The Pope pointed out 
that the usual costume of nuns with 
flowing veils and long full skirts is 
actually a local peasant dress in 
vogue when the orders were found- 
ed centuries ago. 

This new order will also include 
yearly vacations of at least a week 
for all nuns, and the right to leave 
the convents when they choose. 

Many Americans believe that, de- 


spite these concessions to the mod-

until it is we who seem to be the aggressor rather than the Soviet — in 
the eyes of the people of the world whose sympathy and cooperation we 
so greatly need in the world struggle against communism. 


LECTRONIC WARFARE IS HERE: Underlying all this is also the 

incalculable fact that mechanized electronic total war is now here. 
This is another source of high voltage jitters behind the scenes in all mili- 
tary circles at home and abroad — except that many old-line generals 
and admirals just won’t face it. 

We reported some months ago on the rapid development of guid- 
ed missile warfare. Missiles with a 300 mile range are now ready in quan- 
tity — the 500 to 1,000 mile range pieces are almost here; the finishing 
touches are being given to missiles that can fly at a speed of 3,000 miles 
per hour and stay in the air a half hour — all these have reasonable ac- 
curacy. We are probably not more than 18 months away from atomic war- 
head missiles of great destructive capacity which can range 3,000 to 5,000 
miles. It is estimated among military scientists that by 1957, or very soon 
after, both the U. S. and Russia will be capable of transcontinental mis- 
sile warfare. Although only guardedly reported in this country, these 
facts are commonly discussed among military scientists and strategists. 
Few people really comprehend what this means — it is simply beyond 
the imagination of the average citizen or soldier. Right now guided mis- 
siles are available which can knock all pilot-controlled planes out of the 
sky. Installations for these missiles are being built around all major U. S. 
industrial centers. 

Russia has these weapons also. That’s why Moscow has spent little 
on long-range bombers — why build stuff that is already obsolete? Yet, as 
every Air Force officer knows, our air bases are lined with thousands of 
planes that will probably never fly again — billions of dollars worth, and 
more always coming off the assembly lines actually obsolete before they 
were finished. In terms of modern warfare they are plain junk. But we 
must keep the air factories tooled up—the millionaire plane manufac- 
turers are the golden boys of Washington, their profits always guaranteed. 
This waste does very real damage to our overall economy. 

A year or so ago we heard much about “the new look” in our 
defense program. Well, this is the “new look” — only nobody wants to 
look! For the scientists who are putting the final touches on the electronic 
weapons are freely saying that the great majority of our generals and ad- 
mirals now walking command posts are, by training, experience and view- 
point, incapable of meeting the requirements of the new electronic war- 
fare that is now upon us. 

NO TIME FOR ALARM: Whenever these facts break through 
to the public, they are usually presented in a way to stir alarm, but again 
the great significance behind all this is that war has become so costly and 
destructive that no leader of any nation dares risk war; he knows it will 
bring only disaster and blackout for his own regime and his people, 
no matter how great his military might. So the chances for lasting peace 
are the greatest in history, if the facts can only be gotten to the public, 
for, in this enlightened age, no ruling clique here or abroad dares move 
without the support of the people. The techniques now being used by the 
Malenkov regime in Moscow amply emphasize this fact. 

But alas, with the emphasis on militarism, fear and hatred filling 
most media of news, few channels of truth are open to the people. This 
struggle for peace has now become not unlike the tactics of war itself; the 
victory will be won or lost in terms of advances made by the combined 
efforts of many individuals — struggling alone, yet working together in a 
sense Of joyous fellowship. The weapon we use is truth; we bring men 
over to our side or “capture” them by persuasion. As with soldiers in bat- 
tle, the overall victory is won only as we can gain ground in the sectors 
where we live. 


PPENHEIMER VINDICATED: Our report on the facts about Dr. 

Robert J. Oppenheimer, leading nuclear scientist — that he was not 
a Red, not really even pink-tinged, that he was the victim of the cheap 
primitive politics now prevailing in so many areas of American life — 
has been borne out by the recent reappointment of Dr. Oppenheimer as 
director of the Institute of Advanced Studies at Princeton. The vote by 
the board was reported to be unanimous. It so happens that this board 
includes some of the wealthiest and most conservative men in America, 
but they are honest men and are responsible for the Institute’s eminence 
in research. (For details on Oppenheimer’s case, see BTL, May 15 and 
Sept. 1.) Thus Oppenheimer will continue to render invaluable service 
in the field of physics and nuclear research, for the weapons agencies 
from which he has been barred are only able to carry out projects that 
have been first explored and defined in general research by such scien- 
tists as those who labor under Oppenheimer’s direction at the Institute.

social workers. So pressed are the 
Catholic institutions for this free 
labor, on which their economic pat- 
tern is based, that Catholic con- 
gressmen in Washington frequently 
get special bills passed to grant citi- 
zenship to Italian, French or other 
European nuns who have been 
brought over as “visitors” but are 
promptly placed in key positions in 
parochial schools and Catholic hos- 
pitals. Watch for the next move by 
Catholic lobbyists — to divert state- 
supported teachers to Catholic 
schools.
